When Morro Castle was built, the 
cost was alm ost fabulous for those 
days and when C abanas fortress, 
just behinci Morro, was added and 
the bill reached C harles III of Spain, 
he called fcr a pair of field glasses. 
One of his aides ventured to inquire 
the cause of this unusual request 
and legend has it th a t the m onarch 
replied: 
“I w ant to look at the place. W ith 
$14,000,000 im ested in it, it ought 
to be big enough to be visible from 
Madrid." 
“Cuba's W est Point" provides ac­ 
com modations fcr IOO cadets and 
the graduating class i» ch year fills 
the vacancies created by arm y re­ 
tirem ents or deaths.
